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Pacific Coast Items. 


Tlie locust-trees with which Yreka 
abounds aro literally loaded down 
with blossoms. 
Two hundred and ninety-one i<er- 
sons have passed through Merced for 
Yosetnite this season. 
The bridges, on the upper Merced 
river were all washed away last week, 
with indications of a great rise. 
It is rumored at Vallejo that Ad­ 
miral Rogers will soon be relieved of 
the command of the Mare Island 
Navy Yard. 
The total vote in Siskiyou county 
on the question of the annexation of 
Klamath was 1,023; the majority for 
annexation, 47. 
At the Napa District Court, on 
Monday, Edward Day was sentenced 
to imprisonment for life for the mur­ 
der of John Coon. 
The work of putting concrete into 
the bottom of the dock at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard lias been going on 
for the past two weeks. 
O11 account of the high water in the 
8an Joaquin river the ferries are unap­ 
proachable. There is nocrossing with 
teams at the present time. 
The Colusa school district assess­ 
ment foots up as follows: real estate, 
$312,091; improvements, $220,000; per­ 
sonal property, $031,350. Tot al assess­ 
ment, $1,170,244. 
The'Sanitary Committee of Knight’s 
Landing report that there have been 
but two cases of small-pox in that 
town—both fatal, and six cases of va­ 
rioloid—none severe. 
The first ten-stamp mill for the re­ 
duction of silver ore ever constructed 
in the Coast Range of California is 
now in full progress of construction al­ 
most within sound of Calistoga. 
On Monday, at Sacramento, Down­ 
ing Estrado, found guiltyof the Kruse 
murder, and the jury having failed to 
prescribe imprisonment for life, was 
sentenced to he hanged 0 11 June 22d. 
Joseph Bassford, of Pleasant Valley, 
Solano county, shipped Monday morn­ 
ing the last of his cherry crop. His 
shipments of this fruit for the season 
amount to 2,000 boxes; 700 boxes more 
than lie has shipped at any previous 
season. 
According to the Sacramento Bee 
there is a farmer living within five 
miles of that city who lias been stone 
deaf for thirty years, yet he transacts 
all his business without the aid of a 
slate just by watching the lips of the 
speaker, and lie seldom makes a mis­ 
take. 
The Yreka Journal speaks thus of 
the crop prospects in Siskiyou county: 
“All reports concur in prognosticat­ 
ing unusually large crops in this 
county the present season. Farmers 
will do well if they can only find a 
market for their supplies of grain and 
hay at good prices.” 
The following- is the result of the 
Local Option erections in San Joa­ 
quin county on Saturday: 
Wood- 
bridge, 29 majority against license, 
and Lodid for license, making the ma­ 
jority in the township against license, 
23. No license had one majority in 
Tulare township. Douglass township 
is reported to have gone against li­ 
cense. 
Last week, says the Sutter Banner, 
Joseph Ream found lialf a dozen fish, 
six or seven inches long, in a little 
water-hole on the high land in the 
U ve Oaks, where there was no con­ 
nection whatever with any creek or 
other water. Last Fall the place was 
as dry as a powder-house. How the 
fish came there is a query with the 
people of that section. 
The Grass Valley Union says that 
Douner Lake is higher now 'than it 
was ever known to he before and is 
rapidly rising. 
A vast amount of 
water is pouring into the lake from 
the melting snow from the mountain 
ampitheater partially surrounding it. 
The outlet, through Donner Creek, is 
very narrow, which is the cause of 
t he rise. 
The tíanta Cruz Sentinel says: “As 
the case stands, it is very doubtful if 
there is any Local Option law in Santa 
Cruz for the authorities to enfore. The 
Board of Supervisors have not deter­ 
mined t lie result within the ten days 
required 
by 
statutory enactment. 
They have only declared the result, as 
their minutes plainly show. 
The 
Board refuses to exercise the judicial 
power thrust upon them, and a fatal 
defect is the result.” 
On Wednesday last South Fork and 
Canyon City Townships, in Trinity 
county, held elections under the Local 
Option law. In South Fork Township 
the vote in George’s precinct gave six 
majority against license, while in 
Rucli’s precinct the majority for license 
was eleven—there being thirteen votes 
Ílolled, only one of which was against 
Ícense. In Canyon City Township 
the vote stood: 
For license, 33; 
against license, 15—majority for li­ 
cense, 18.

A Crowd o f A paches Surrender ut 
Camp Verde. 
P resco tt, J une 8.—Y esterday morn­ 
ing the Indian Chief Quat-che-ak-elo 
surrendered at Camp Verde, bringing 
with him his band of eighty-three peo­ 
ple—thirty men, twenty-seven women 
and twenty-six children. He claims 
to belong to the Apache Molía ves, and 
says lie, with his hand, lias been driven 
from the Four Peaks, where a couple 
of weeks ago they were attacked by 
Lieut, Schuyler's command and se­ 
verely punished. 
They also assert 
t at they wounded one of Schuyler’s 
scouts. These Indians, having been 
well thrashed, are desirous of making 
permanent peace with the whites.

Mrs. Hill is a widow 
woman in that quarter of thecity, who 
lives alone with her daughter, about 
eighteen years of age, both taking in 
washing for a living. 
About five 
years ago Mrs. Hill became deranged, 
and lias since been subject to tempor­ 
ary fits of violent insanity. On last 
night, calling her daughter to her bed­ 
side, she stated that she wanted to 
make the girl an angel, and thrusting 
out her hand, grasped the daughter by 
the lower jaw.

The Independence Railroad. 


Engineer C r a w f o r d , who lias been 
out on a preliminary survey of the 
Los Angeles and Independence rail­ 
road, returned to this city night be­ 
fore last. 
H e traveled over the entire 
distance from this city by way of San 
Bernardino, Cajon Pass and Borax 
Lake, to Independence, in a buggy, 
and returned by way of Soledad Pass. 
He measured the route by way of 
Ciyon Pass with an odometor, and his 
report which will be made in a few 
days, will contain an approximate 
profile of the country, together with 
many details concerning the route. 
The survey runs from Cajon Pass to a 
valley in the bend of the Mohave, 
which is heavily timbered, the timber 
being generally cottonwood. 
This 
valley is about 
fourteen miles in 
length 
and 
is 
covered 
with 
a 
dense 
growth 
of 
grass. 
Nearly' 
the whole valley is yet government 
land. 
From the valley the line runs 
in a northerly direction twenty miles 
to Black’s Ranch; thence to Little 
Lake Oafion, tw enty miles, m aking a 
total distance of one hundred and fif­ 
teen miles from here. 
W ater is found 
near the surface at these points, and 
also along the remainder of the route 
to Independence. 
From the Mohave 
to Owens Lake the lino runs through 
a chain of valleys which have the ap­ 
pearance of lake beds. The elevations 
between the dry lakes are very slight. 
Die route is quite level. There are 
no shifting sands and the country is 
every way adapted fora railroad. The 
entire distance from this city to Inde­ 
pendence is not over two hundred and 
twenty-five miles. 
Mr. C r a w f o r d 
thinks the Cajon Pass decidedly pref­ 
erable, both in the way of constructive 
and commercial advantages to any 
other suggested. 
His report will give 
full details both as to the route and its 
trade when the road is completed. 


Los Angeles. 


The large number of dwellings aud 
business houses in course of construc­ 
tion in this city is a subject of com­ 
ment among those who visit us. The 
large brick buildings, some half a doz­ 
en of which are in course of construc­ 
tion, and the thirty or forty cottage 
houses, some just commenced and oth­ 
ers almost completed, give the city i n 
appearance of prosperity which visi­ 
tors from a distance hardly expect to 
see. The truth is, Los Angeles Í9 a 
thriving place. 
She is just starting 
on her career of prosperity, and in a 
short tim e the Los Angeles of a few 
years ago will have disappeared, and 
the city of Los Angeles will have 
taken its place. 
Real estate is advanc­ 
ing so rapidly that property doubles 
itself in a twelve-month. 
Men who 
bought land within the city limit one 
year ago, can now double their money 
by selling out, and those who purchase 
to-day will not sell for twice the 
am ount paid a year hence. Our pros­ 
perity is of a steady health}’ character 
that will continue. The climate and 
soil is of the kind that recommends 
itself. 
People need but to come here 
to find the best of both to be found 
anywhere on the Pacific Coast. The 
future of Los Angeles is pleasant to 
look upon. 
She will grow and prosper 
until she is the second city in the 
State. 
Nor will she be long in attain ­ 
ing this enviable distinction. A t the 
rate she is now adding to her popula­ 
tion, w ithin the next two years she 
will contain at least twenty-five thous­ 
and people. 


L o c a l O p t io n is bad for whisky, 
but good for wine. 
Under the no­ 
license law, a man cannot buy a glass 
of whisky, but he can purchase a five- 
gallon keg of wine. The popularity 
of Local Option is really advantageous 
to the wine-growing interests of Cali­ 
fornia; and as the grape crop of the 
State promises to be an unusually 
heavy one this year, Local Option 
cannot be regarded as one of those ill 
winds that blows no one good. The 
home consumption of our own wine 
will be heavier this year than ever be­ 
fore. 
Cheap light wines will become 
popular, and when we have become 
accustomed to the beverage, we shall 
not care to change it for the whisky 
of which the law lias now in a great 
measure deprived us. 


B rooklyn, Alameda county, has 
decided by a large majority to have no 
more retail liquor saloons. 


T h e A lla claims th at it pays $800 
inore taxes than the Chronicle, Cull, 
B ulletin and Sacramento Union com­ 
bined. 
If this is true we may approx­ 
imate the value of the Alta. 
Before 
the Sun fight the Chronicle was worth 
thirty thousand dollars; it is worth 
half the sum now. The Call cost one 
hundred thousand dollars at its last 
sale. 
The Bulletin is worth nothing, 
and the Sacramento Union is worth 
one hundred thousand dollars. 
A 
problem for figure-heads. 


Shooting Affray at Indian Wells. 


F ro m th e San Diego U nion, J u n e 10th.

From tho Raker-field Courier, June fi. 
The distance by the line of the rail­ 
road survey from Delano to Kern 
riv^r is twenty-eight miles.
